The possiblity of erecting a shell building 
to 
attract 
industry 
to Sikeston was 
discussed Thursday at a noon luncheon of 
the Sikeston Area Chamber of Commerce. 
Bill Wellborn, executive secretary of the 
chamber, 
revealed that Sikeston Just 
recently lost two industrial prospects 
because the city did not have a building into 
which they could move. 
A shell building is one in which the 
foundation and walls and roof are built on 
specualtion. When a manufacturing firm 
agrees to move into the building, the in­ 
terior is finished to its specifications. 
Allen Blanton told the chamber that there 


are 300 manufacturers seeking locations for 
new plants and 16,000 communities offering 
sites. 
Those communities with shell buildings 
have the edge on those which do not, 
Blanton said. 
Sikeston has been growing at a rate of one 
new industry every five years, and the city 
cannot continue at that slow rate, Blanton 
said. 


He added that it takes $1,000 a year to 
education a person in Sikeston, and half of 
them have to leave town at the end of school 
because there are no jobs to keep them 


here. 
Wellborn said that available buildings 
“are the hottest thing going,” and any 
community that has one is “way out ahead 
of the competition. ” 
A developer in Blytheville, Ark., has built 
and sold three shell buildings, adding 1,000 
jobs to that city’s labor force, Wellborn 
said.

CHARLESTON — Two East Prairie men, 
Ricky Jackson and Richard Oliphant, were 
bound over to Circuit Court for trial on 
kidnaping charges Thursday by Judge W. 
Clifton 
Banta 
Sr., 
following 
their 
preliminary hearings in Magistrate Court. 
Jackson and Oliphant are accused of the 
Jan. 12 kidnaping of John Wayne Davis, 24, 
of St. Louis and formerly of East Prairie, 
and remain in custody under $20,000 bonds 
each. 
A third man, Dale Crump of East 
Prairie, is free on $20,000 bond and his 
preliminary hearing is scheduled for Feb. 
10. 
In related cases, Joyce Gore and Kevin 
Johnson of East Prairie, pleaded guilty to 
amended charges of attempting to bribe a 
witness, reduced from felony charges on 
recommendation of Prosecuting Attorney 
Edward C. Graham. The two were given 
suspended one-year jail sentences and 
placed on two-year supervised probation on 
condition they pay court costs and obey the 
law. Miss Gore paid costs of $58.60 and a 
second count of attempting to bribe a wit­ 
ness was dismissed. Johonson’s costs 
totaled $92.10. 
The two pleaded guilty to threatening 
Randy Williams, a witness to the kidnaping. 
Witnesses called during the lengthy' 
preliminary 
hearing 
by 
Prosecuting 
Attorney Graham were Davis, Clarence 
Davis. Randy Williams and Mona Vaughn 


of East Prairie, Deputy Sheriff Dennis 
Turley and Edward Marshall of Matthews 
Route One. 
According to Davis, he was in Randy 
Williams’ car the night of Jan. 12 along with 
Oliphant, who was sitting in the front seat 
with Williams, and his brother, Clarence 
Davis. After driving throug'i East Prairie 
several times and buying a six-pack of beer, 
Davis said Oliphant suggested they drive 
out east of town where some young people 
were having a party. This was about 9:15 
p.m. 


A short distance down a county road, 
south of Lewis’ Eastside Mobil Station, 
Oliphant reportedly told Williams to stop 
the car so he could get out and “use the 
bathroom or stretch his legs. ” 
Seconds later Davis said two men came 
up, one shoved Oliphant against the car, 
then opened the car door and told him to get 
our. 
Continuing, Davis said one of the men 
wore sunglasses and a sock cap and carried 
a pistol. The other wore a ski mask over his 
face and held a shotgun. 
Stating that he recognized Jackson by his 
voice, Davis said that although he did not, 
know Crump personally he had seen him 
around town and recognized his face when 
Crump pulled off the ski mask before tape 
was nlaced over his eyes. 


“We walked about 70 to 100 feet down the 
road to a car parked in a field road. I asked 
Ricky what was going on and he told me to 
shut up and I wouldn’t get hurt. I grabbed 
the pistol and he told me to let go or he’d let 
me have it right there”, Davis testified. 
Arriving at the car, Davis said a gag was 
put in his mouth, taped placed over this and 
his eyes and his hands were tied behind his 
back with a nvlon-like cord. 


“ I was put in the back seat of the car. 
We drove for about 15 or 20 minutes, then 
they stopped and put me in the trunk.” 
While in the rear seat Davis said there was 
someone sitting on either side of him and 
that it was possible that there was someone 
sitting on the passenger side of the front 
seat also. If known, the identity of the other 
persons in the car was not revealed during 
the hearing and charges have not been filed 
against 
anyone 
other 
than 
Oliphant, 
Jackson and Crump 


Managing to free his hands, he used a rod 
which holds down the spare tire to pry open 
the trunk lid. He said he jumped from the 
trunk and began to run across the field, 
lying down in the snow at one point when he 
heard the car craning back. 
Concluding his direct testimony, Davis 
said he walked to the farm home of Edward 
Marshall from where he called his mother 
and later went to the city hall in East 


Prairie where he reported the kidnaping. 
Introduced in evidence by the prosecution 
was the trunk lid from Mona Vaughn’s car, 
a camera box and a jack stand. Scratches 
on the locking mechanism of the lid were 
pointed out and the other items were 
allegedly described by Davis to law en­ 
forcement officials as things he “felt” with 
his hands while locked in the trunk. A wool 
blanket, and a pillow, also found in the car, 
and pieces of tape taken from Davis’ 
clothing were sent to the crime laboratory 
and have not been returned. 


Testimony from Williams and Clarence 
Davis were basically the same. Both related 
that the two men came up to the car shortly 
after Oliphant told Williams to stop the car, 
with the one armed with the shotgun 
standing at the rear of the car with the 
barrel of the gun near the rear glass. The 
man with the pistol, identified as Jackson 
by both Williams and Davis, stood near the 
front of the car, ran up and opened the car 
door and told John Wayne Davis to get out. 
Neither could idenify the man with the 
shotgun, presumed to be Crump. 


Williams and Davis also agreed that 
Oliphant got back into Williams’ car and 
began to use the citizens band radio calling 
for help as they dorve off. While Williams 
testified it did not appear that Oliphant was 
involved in the kidnaping, Clarence Davis 


said 
on 
cross-examaination 
“he 
figured Oliphant had set us up”. 
Turley, the first officer to investigate, 
said he heard the emergency call on a 
citizens band radio while at the home of 
Virgil Moore in East Prairie, Requesting 
that the callers meet him at Lewis’ station, 
Turley said a short time later he was told of 
the kidnaping by Williams, Davis and 
Oliphant, who accompanied him to the 
scene. 
From the description given by the three 
and from tire tracks and an imprint erf the 
gas tank in a snow drift, Turley said he was 
able to establish that the car could be that of 
Mona Vaughn. 


Turley said he saw John Wayne Davis 
sometime arount 10:30 p.m. Jan. 12 at the 
city hall in East Prairie. At that time he 
said Davis had several scratches and some 
bruises on his face and indentations around 
his wrists. The officer said Davis was also 
able to describe some of the articles he had 
felt with his hands while locked in the trunk. 
After receiving permission from Miss 
Vaughn, who told Turley she had loaned her 
car out, the officer said he searched the 
trunk and found a blanket, pillow, camera 
box and loose spare tire, the articles 
described by Davis. 
Testimony from Miss Vaughn, who is 
employed by Crump’s Restaurant in East 


Prairie, revealed that she had loaned her 
car to Marsha Crump, Sale Crump’s sister, 
earlier in the night of Jan. 12 and around 8 
p.m. to his wife, Judy Crump, to run some 
errands. She related that Judy Crump at 
one point called her on the phone and asked 
if Dale could use her car and she gave 
permission. Her car was parked at the rear 
of the restaurant at 10 p.m. when she got off 
work, she said, although she did not see who 
brought it back. 


The final witness was Edward Marshall, 
who testified that John Wayne Davis came 
to his house, seven miles southewest of East 
Prairie about 10 p.m. Jan. 12 and stayed 
there until someone came to pick him up 
about 11 p.m. 


Marshall described Davis as cold, ner­ 
vous and shaking. He said he used the 
telephone to call his mother and that he 
overheard him tell her he had been kid­ 
naped, 
however, 
Davis, 
according to 
Marshall, did not elaborate or tell him what 
had occurred, saying only that it was a 
“long story”. 


Jackson and Oliphant were arrested on 
the kidnaping charges about 1 p.m.

A 374-page book that sells 
500,000 copies is a best-seller in 
any language. A book that sold 
that many copies inside Russia 
has just been published in the 
United States. I wonder if it will 
sell even 1,000 here. The book 
has no sex appeal. The people 
pictured in the book are covered 
with many layers of clothing. 
The book is entitled, simply, 
“ Civil 
Defense.” For the 
Russians, it is a how-to-do-it 
manual on how to survive a 
nuclear war. For Americans, it 
is a manual to dispel the four 
myths that our government and 
people have swallowed during 
the last decade. 
1. 
“Nuclear war is un­ 
thinkable.” While Americans 
have engaged in the mass 
delusion that they could cram 
the nuclear genie back into the 
bottle by NOT thinking about it, 
the Soviets have been doing a 
great deal of imaginative 
thinking about it. They think 
about how to fight a nuclear 
war, how to win it and how to 
survive it. 
2. “Detente and disarmament 
are the keys to peace.’’ The 
Soviets don’t buy that American 
myth at all. The Soviets believe 
and 
proclaim 
that 
nuclear 
superiority of one nation is the 
key to peace - on their terms, 
that is. 
The top Russian military 
strategist and marshal of the 
Soviet Union, A. Grechko, stated 
shortly before he died: “The 
greater the combat ability of the 
armed forces of our country, the 
more powerfully they are 
equipped and the better the 
personnel are trained, the more 
peace there will be on earth. ” 
3. 
“Nuclear war will be 
deterred by mutual assured 
destruction.” The theory of this 
myth is that each country will be 
deterred from striking the other 
by the knowledge that the other 
will strike back. The civilian 
population of each side is, thus, 
hostage to the other 
The trouble is the Soviets 
haven’t the slightest imention of 
cooperating in this mutuality, 
and their book on civil defense 
proves it. The Soviets believe 
that one side can carry out a 


preemptive first strike so 
massive that it will preclude the 
other from striking back at all. 
4. “Nuclear war would be so 
destructive that, once one side 
pushes the button, it will be the 
end of the human race.” This 
was the message of such popular 
books and movies as “On the 
Beach” and “Dr. Strangelove.” 
The Soviets reject this theory 
in toto. Their book on civil 
defense shows how they plan to 
save lives in the event of nuclear 
war. 
Dr. Leon Goure of the Center 
for International Studies at the 
University of Miami has said 
that “the United States might 
lose as many as 100 million 
people in the event of a Soviet 
attack ... the Soviet Union, on 
the other hand, might lose less 
than it did in World War II.” 
Gen. 
Daniel James Jr., 
commander in chief of the North 
American Air Defense Com­ 
mand (NORAD), recently ex­ 
plained why the United States 
stands to lose so many: “We 
have NO (antiballistic missile) 
defense 
against 
ballistic 
missiles.” 
The best-selling Soviet book on 
civil 
defense 
explains 
why 
substantially all the Russian 
population will survive. Their 
civil defense plans are detailed, 
comprehensive and expensive. 
They include urban evacuation, 
shelter 
construction, 
the 
training of civil defense units 
and of the general population, 
and the protection erf industry, 
services and agriculture. 
Civil defense in the United 
States is best described in one 
forceful four-letter word: a joke. 
The underlying theory of the 
Soviet civil defense program is 
that, as Grechko emphasized, 
“the winning of victory in a war 
depends in the tinal analysis on 
the standard” of the country’s 
preparation for defense against 
a nuclear attack, and that it 
“must have the same organized 
and planned character as the 
training of the army and navy. ” 
If the Soviet manual on civil 
defense could become a best­ 
seller in the United States, we 
might have a chance to replace 
the 
false 
myth of mutual 
assured destruction with the 
safety of mutual assured sur­ 
vival.

BOND ‘CLEANED OUT* 
OFFICE, TEASDALE AIDES 
COMPLAIN

Jefferson City — Thousands of 
dollars worth of equipment and 
supplies 
removed from the 
Missouri governor’s office in the 
closing days of Gov. Christopher 
Bond’s administration has been 
returned to Gov. Joseph P. 
Teasdale. 
Aides to Teasdale yesterday 
removed the missing equipment 
and supplies from a storage 
room 
of William 
Phelps, 
Republican lieutenant governor, 
and 
replenished 
Teasdale’s 
office. 
In what the aides termed a 
“childish trick,” the outgoing 
Republican governor declared 
as “surplus” last month a wide 
range of expensive furniture, 
cameras 
and 
radio 
and 
television equipment owned by 
the 
governor’s 
office. 
The 
items were transferred 
to 
Phelps. 
Cliff Faddis, an aide to the 
new Democracit governor, said 
the governor’s office was left 
literally without pencils and 
paper by Bond and his staff 
when Teasdale was sworn in 
Jan. 10. 


“We’re mature human beings 
trying to run a government,” 
Faddis said. “We naturally 
resent the former governor 
playing games; we just wanted 
the material returned that was 
purchased with governor’s 
office funds." 
Bond, who reportedly was 
staying at his parents’ home in 
Mexico, Mo., while considering 
possible job offers, could not be 
reached for comment last night. 
Phelps yesterday said he was 
aware that equipment was 
transferred to his office but was 
unaware that all of the gover­ 
nor’s office expendable supplies 
also were removed by Bond. 
He said the equipment was 
transferred because he has used 
much of it co-operatively with 
Bond and he was uncertain 
whether the cooperation would 
continue under a Democratic 
governor. 
However in an effort to avoid a 
major confrontation between 
the two state officials, William 
Kimsey, acting commissioner of 
administration, 
yesterday 
assured Phelps that he could use 
audio equipment and other 
expensive machines returned to 
Teasdale’s office. 
It also was learned yesterday 
that Bond closed the St. Louis 
branch of the governor’s office 
in the waning days of his term 
and attempted to transfer much 
of the office equipment to 
Phelps. However Kimsey acted 
to prevent the transfer soon 
after 
Teasdale 
became 
governor. 
Equipment that was declared 
surplus by Bond and removed 
from Teasdale’s office includes

The briefing paper 
developed a plan to protect the blames the State Dept, for keep- 
nation from another oil squeeze, ing “overly tight control of the 
This incredible failure is

Policy Study No. 38, which Presi­

The recent cold spell, mean­ 
while. has put a squeeze on 
America's dwindling oil and gas 
reserves, even though there is no 
embargo. 
A year ago. President Gerald 
Ford ordered his national 
s e c u r i t y a d v i s e r , B r e n t 
Scowcroft, to set up a task force 
to find ways “to ensure a reliable 
supply of required energy im­ 
ports at reasonable prices over 
the next five years." The task 
force was instructed to give 
special consideration to “in­ 
fluencing pricing and production 
decisions in exporting nations.” 
Their report was supposed to 
be completed by March 15,1976. 
But the policymakers kept send­ 
ing the drafts back for revision. 
A tentative report was submit­ 
ted last July. But, according to a 
secret briefing paper prepared 
for President Carter, this was 
also returned “to answer major 
questions that had been omitted, 
and a new working outline was

This charge has irritated State 
Dept, officials, who hold the 
Treasury experts responsible for 
the delay.

This would merely lesult in a 
corresponding cutback in trade 
and an economic slowdown at 
home, the Treasury experts 
warn. 
They, therefore, fear “such a 
policy could inflict higher costs 
upon the American consumer 
than the anticipated 'oil) prices 
increases." Treasury officials 
would rather stockpile oil. as a 
hedge against an embargo, than 
reduce imports. 


But in the backrooms, the ex­ 
perts are quarreling over who 
should pay for the strategic 
petroleum reserves. “If oil for 
s t o r a g e 
is 
p r o c u r e d 
domestically," states another 
briefing paper, “it will have to be 
replaced with additional im­ 
ports." Of course, this would 
raise prices, and the consumers 
would get stuck with the cost of 
building up the stockpile. 
But if th e g o v e r n m e n t 
purchased oil for the stockpile 
directly from foreign sources at 
world market prices, the tax­ 
payers would wind up paying 
the bill. Or the government could 
compel the refiners and impor­ 
ters to establish an industrial 
reserve. Then the oil companies 
would have to put up the money, 
although they likely would col­ 
lect it back from their customers 
by raising prices. 
The Treasury experts are also 
toying with the idea of buying 
“directly from foreign govern­ 
ments," according to the docu­ 
ment. If this principle should be 
applied to all overseas oil 
purchases, it could save millions 
by eliminating the oil middle­ 
men. 
Burton's Brouhaha: A con­ 
gressman with a toothache, like 
a grizzly bear that is out of sorts 
with the world, is better left 
alone. 
Rep. Phil Burton. D.-Calif., for 
example, is one of the most 
amiable men in Congress when 
his tooth isn’t hurting. But the 
other morning, he set out for the 
dentist to get a painful chipped 
tooth repaired.

At a red light. Burton impa­ 
tiently ordered his driver to 
make an illegal right turn. The 
infraction was witnessed by a 
policeman, who motioned the 
car to the curb.

face flushed with righteous in­ 
dignation. 
But he was unaware, poor 
fellow, that he was approaching 
a grizzly bear of a congressman 
with a sore tooth. Burton threw 
open the door, leaned out and 
began to berate the befuddled 
cop. “I want your badge num­ 
ber!" bellowed Burton. s 
The policeman was too 
startled to press charges, and the 
congressm an com pleted the 
journey to the dentist. “It was 
just one of those crazy things." he 
told us afterward. Now that his 
tooth is feeling better, he's sorry 
about the incident. 
Carter Capsules: Now that 
.Jimmy Carter is installed in the 
White House, his campaign aides 
have loosened up on some of the 
campaign secrets. Here are a 
few stories they are now telling: 
— Ca rt er ' s irrepressi ble 
mother. “Miss Lillian." was so 
painfully frank that campaign 
aides quietly limited her ap­ 
pearances. They feared she 
would speak too honest Iv about 
some of the pro-segregationist 
views of the president 's father In 
New York, for example, her 
escorts went out of their way to 
keep her from the press. 
— The campaigning Carter 
family became scattered so far 
and wide that they used the 
peripatetic advance men to pass 
messages to each other. Little 
Amy Carter, for example, got 
birthday greetings from her 
brother Chip, courtesy of an ad­ 
vance man who passed the 
message on to “Miss Lillian." 
— One group that came out 
with high marks with the Car­ 
ters was the Charlie Daniels 
Band. The Carters were so im­ 
pressed with them that they may 
want the band to play a concert 
on the White House lawn. 
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The trials were conducted by

Adding soybean meal or fish­ 
meal encouraged cattle to eat 
the cottonseed hulls. Cattle ate 
about 3.1 per cent of their body 
weight in cottonseed hulls per 
day. Adding monensin, a rumen 
stimulant, to the diet decreased 
the intake <rf cottonseed hulls 
and reduced gains. 
These experiments were 
repeated, substituting chopped 
cornstalks or barley straw for 
cottonseed hulls in two diets. 
Steers fed cornstalks lost weight 
and consumed only about half as 
much as did steers fed cot­ 
tonseed hulls. 
Steers fed barley straw fared 
slightly better than cattle fed 
cornstalks—gaining about 0.4 
pound per day—but ate only two- 
thirds as much as cattle on 
cottonseed hulls. 
Cattle fed cottonseed hulls 
gained at or above the 1 to 1.5 
pounds per day often recom­ 
mended for overwintering of 
steers. 
“These results indicate,” said 
Oltjen, “that it is feasible for 
cattlement to winter their steers 
on diets containing cottonseed 
hulls as the sole rougage source, 
supplemented only with NPN, 
vitamins, and minerals.”

Days of Drums: 
New Labor Warning 
To White House 
WASHINGTON - Rarely has 
the powerful chief of union 
chiefs, George Meany, unloosed 
so much political panache as he 
has in the past fortnight. Even at 
82 he’s opened a multi-front 
counterattack on intellectual, 
academic and political forces 
now attempting to invade his 
“movement” and crack the 
influence, internally and in­ 
ternationally, of America’s huge 
labor federation. 
Since Monday, Jan. 10, the 
crusty AFL-CIO leader has 
whipped up a blizzard matching 
any blast of this week’s ice age. 
That day Meany surprised his 
colleagues by attacking “Oilcan 
Eddie” Sadlowski, the new boy 
on the labor bloc who has yet to 
win a major union office. Thus 
Meany tangled with someone he 
would usually not even grunt at 
in passing. 
But why did Meany, who has 
warred only with giants, yank 
Sadlowski onto a level with 
himself when this United 
Steelworkers 
union Chicago- 
Gary area director is still just a 
newsperson's 
person 
across 
much of the land? Albeit, 
Sadlowski is now an even- 
chance candidate for ’he big 
union's presidency in the Feb. 8 
■ balloting. Those close to Meany 
interpret this move as the usual 
Meany stance- like a buffalo, 
old Gene McCarthy once said. 
Meany, leader of the AFL-CIO’s 
14.5 million members, “digs in 
his feet, lowers his head” and 
crashes on through. 
The 
38-year-old 
Sadlowski 
actually is the symbol of all 
those in ultra-liberal, academic 
and political circles who have 
tried for almost 40 years to 
smash Meany and block the 
AFL’s 
forward-crunching 
movement. 
Contributing 
heavily 
to 
Sadlowski, 
for 
example, 
is 
“Ping” Ferry of New York, who 
once helped direct the late 
Sidney Hillman’s CIO-inspired 
“Citizens' Political Action 
Committee,” first of its kind, 
way back in 1943-44. Hillman 
and Meany had a cobra-flute 
relationship. 
Campaigning 
actively on the typewriter today 
for Sadlowski are such Meany- 
stinging critics of the AFL-CIO 
as Ralph Nader and Harvard 
Prof. John Kenneth Galbraith, 
who believes that the day of big 
labor is as dead as the giant 
Mesozoic dinosaur. 
And that ever-present spirit of 
persistent aggressive attacks on 
labor’s 
leadership, 
Walter 
Reuther’s brother Victor, is to 
Meany what the red flag is to the 
AFL-CIO chief politically. Vic 
Reuther 
has 
been 
un­ 
successfully attempting to 
destroy Meany for decades. Now 
add Sadlowski’s attorney, Joe 
Rauh, and others in the steel 
union rebels’ print-out of 
financial contributors and you 
aren’t very far from the new 
political crowd in Washington. 
Thus, on Jan. 10, Meany in 
absentia because of the flu, 
directed two significant closed- 
door conferences. In the mor­ 
ning his special legislative high 
command subcommittee met - 
and sharply criticized President 
Carter’s economic program.

He chaired a 
five-hour conference of powerful 
labor and industrial leaders at 
the Hay Adams Hotel.

(now 
with 
Bechtel) sat on one side of the 


ta b le On the other side were 
AFL-CIO 
secretary-treasurer 
lane Kirkland, "chairman” of 
the labor group, the Maritime 
Trades Department's Paul Hall, 
the men’s garment and textile 
union chief Murray Finley and I. 
W. Abel, retiring steelworkers’ 
union president. 
Together, these men of labor 
and commerce are sufficiently 
influential on the Hill to set 
considerable 
congressional 
policy 
once 
the committee 
members agree by consensus. 
And they will meet quarterly - if 
not sooner. Their voice will be 
heard in the White House. And 
much of what is passed on to 
President 
Carter 
via 
Fritz 
Mondale will be the words of 
John Dunlop and George Meany. 
And where Jimmy Carter will 
need the most help is on the Hill. 
And that Monday, Jan. 10, 
there was a consensus. Neither 
side wanted to go public. That’s 
not 
the 
unofficial 
labor- 
management committee’s style. 
They did get word back to the 
new 
administration. 
The 
message was they agreed more 
with labor's demand for heavier 
spending and a continuous tax 
deduction than with Jimmy 
Carter’s economists. 
This gossamer union-industry 
“soft-speak” 
group, 
self- 
financing, with no powers ex­ 
cept for what its prestigious 
members can engender in their 
own bailiwicks, want more 
federal billions poured out so 
there could be heavier capital 
construction and more jobs. 
Further, on Thursday of that 
week, Meany ran a two-day 
session of a newly-coordinated 
national organizing committee. 
He had shaken the flu bug. He 
wound up his speech by telling 
the AFL-CIO officials: “I’ve got 
to go back to the office and see 
what Jerry Ford is doing and 
then check on Jimmy Carter.” 
Everybody laughed. But that 
didn’t seep the steam from the 
discussions for a far-flung new 
unionizing campaign.

Then Meany 
summed it all up: “Anytime we 
don’t agree (with the Carter 
administration -• VR) you’ll 
hear from us.”

400,000 already "energy unemployed.” Meanwhile, the governors of 
Florida, Pennsylvania and Tennessee asked President Carter to 
declare their states disaster areas.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Bjorn Borg strode into the in­ 
terview area of the Spectrum. His long, blonde hair dripped 
•with sweat. He wore a coonskin coat. In the crook of his arm 
he cradled eight tennis racquets strung to an unbelieveable 80- 
pound tension. 
His strong Viking face was a frozen mask. Who could have 
guessed that this 20-year-old phenom of the burgeoning world 
of tournament tennis had just been wiped out in a second- 
round match of the U.S. Pro Indoor Championships? 
Win or lose, Borg always has managed to retain an icy, 
unflappable reserve. On this occasion, there was a more 
understandable balm. 
The ink was hardly dry on the $100,000 check he had picked 
up three days earlier for beating Jimmy Connors in the 
televised Grand Slam of Tennis final at Boca Raton, Fla. 
Outside in the hall, a man was waiting to offer him $1.5 million 
to sign a contract with the Cleveland Nets of World Team 
Tennis. 
In the wings were two of Borg's chief rivals for world 
honors—Connors, the game’s “hit man,’’ a court assassin on 
the loose, and Hie Nastase, the mad Romanian given to crazed 
outbursts which sadly blunt one of the game’s greatest 
talents. 
Connors got a reported $750,000 for signing with Lamar 
Hunt’s World Championship of Tennis this season. He is 
guaranteed $500,000 for a challenge match against Nastase, 
who gets $100,000, in Puerto Rico March 5, and he meets 
Nastase in a $100,000-winner-take-all Challenge Cup final 
April 10 at Las Vegas. 
It is the new face of tennis-with money cascading like 
Niagara Falls into the pockets of the white pants brigade. 
It is the “in” thing. Court complexes are mushrooming. 
More than 30 million now play it. And promoters with the aid 
of television are producing a new sports breed-young, rich, 
constantly on the move and thoroughly spoiled. 
Everyone is asking: When will the bubble burst? 
Tennis administrators are concerned. “There are 500 
players seeking tournament spots—215 in our organization,” 
says Bob Briner, executive director of the Association of 
Tennis Professionals. “We have 70 tournaments in the Grand 
Prix this year with $8 million in prize money. Our aim is to 
spread the talent as evenly as possible among the 
promoters.” 
So far, no one has seen the bottom of tennis’ money well. 
Connors earned $687,335 in prize money last season. Nastase 
went over $500,000, Borg $400,000. Ten players made $200,000 
or more, 16 were above $100,000 and 43 in excess of $50,000.

Incidental fees, room and board 
costs to be increased at SeMç 


Meramec Dam referendum 
remains to be tough battle 


CAPE GIRARDEAU — Both 
incidental fees and room and 
board costs will go up slightly in 
each of the next two academic 
years if Southeast Missouri 
State University’s Board of 
Regents 
accepts 
recom­ 
mendations it received Thur­ 
sday from President Robert 
Leestamper. 
The board will act on the 
recommendations at its March 
24 meeting. 
The recommendations would 
increase incidental fees for full­ 
time students who are Missouri 
residents by $10 per semester 
next fall and another $15 per 
semester in the faU of 1978. Out- 
of-state students would pay an 
additional $35 per semester next 
fall and $40 more in the fall of 
1978. Charges for part-time 
students, summer sessions and 
workshop courses 
woul be 
proportionately raised. 
Room and board costs would 
be a flat $480 per semester per 
student beginning next fall and 
would go to $495 in the fall of 
1978. 
Currently, Missouri residents 
pay incidental fees of $120 per 
semester, 
while 
out-of-state 
students pay $325 per semester. 
Room and board costs now vary 
from $450 to $475 per student per 
semester, depending upon the 
residence hall in which a student 
lives. Most pay the higher rate. 
One reason for the increase in 
incidental fees, according to 
Leestamper, is that the formula 
of the Coordinating Board for 
Higher Education requires an 
institution to raise at least 25 pa* 
cent of its total budget from 
sources other than state ap­ 
propriations. In addition, an 
institution’s funding is reduced 
in proportion to the percentage 
of out-of-state students who are 
enrolled, he noted 
Even if the increases are 
approved, 
Leestamper said, 
Southeast Missouri State will 
remain less expensive to attend 
than Missouri’s other regional 
universities. 
The 
president 
added that he is looking two 
years ahead because “the two- 
year pattern gives us a better 
opportunity to plan. ” 
In his report to the regents 
Leestamper said that the dean 
of students, director of housing 
and university business office 
staff have recommended a 
single rate for all residence halls 
since essentially 
the 
same 
services are provided students 
in each hall. 
The Southeast Missouri State 


additional fee may be recom­ 
mended for 
residence hall 
students who keep automobiles 
on campus. He noted that if such 
a plan is adopted, students who 
wish to avoid the fee would be 
assigned parking spaces in a 
sparsely used lot on the north 
campus rather than in prime 
areas. 
Again this 
semester, the 
residence halls at the university 
are more than 100 per cent oc­ 
cupied, Housing 
Director 
Shelton “Butch” Smith told the 
regents. 
Those reserved for men are up 
overall by 10 residents over 100 
per cent occupancy, Smith said, 
and those for women are up 
overall by one resident He 
noted that 56 coeds are living in 
the old St. Francis Hospital 
building which is now called 
University Hall. 
The 
regents 
authorized 
purchase of the building for 
$150,000 at their December 
meeting, and university officials 
rushed to ready a portion of the 
structure for use during the 
spring term. As a result, Smith 
said, 
the 
university 
this 
semester is not housing any 
students in motels or apartment 
houses, as it did during the fall 
term. 
By next Call it is planned that 
200 to 225 students can be ac­ 
commodated in University Hall, 
and most likely these will be 
women, Smith said. He said 
applications for housing are 
running about 100 ahead of this 
time a year ago. 
The only university housing 
facility 
with 
a 
substnatial 
number of vancancies is the 
Fountain Plaza Apartments, 
which was leased last summer 
for use as married student 
housing. Of the 38 apartments in 
the complex, 11 are vacant. 
Twelve are occupied by married 
couples and 18 single women are 
living in the other units. 
Smith said that next fall all of 
the units should be filled. More 
inquiries about married student 
housing are being received, he 
said, as the word gets out that 
Southeast Missouri State has 
this type of facility. 
Registrar Alton Bray told the 
board that spring semester 
enrollment now stands at 7,476 
with 
the number of un­ 
derclassmen up by about 250 
over last spring semester and 
the number of graduate students 
down by about 200. Many of the 
graduate 
students 
attend 
evening courses as commuters, 
and Bray said he felt the bad 
president said, however, that an 


weather in January had ad­ 
versely affected this enrollment. 
Graduate enrollment 
will 
improve, he predicted, by Feb. 
8, the date on which official 
enrollment reports must be 
calculated for budgetary pur­ 
poses. 
Through 
other 
reports 
Thursday, it was announced: 
-That a Chicago consulting 
engineer and planning firm, De 
Leuw Cather Company, has 
been retained to make a com­ 
prehensive study of campus 
parking and will have a progress 
report ready in early March. 
Recommendations 
could 
be 
forthcoming at the March 
meeting of the regents or they 
may be delayed until May. 
- That the university is taking 
its case to the State Legislature 
for about $600,000 more for 
operations in fiscal 1978 than 
was recommended by both the 
coordinating board and Gov. 
Joseph Teasdale. 
Southeast Missouri State will 
also seek additional funds for 
capital improvements from the 
Legislature and will especially 
press for about $700,000 needed 
to construct an addition to 
Serena Industrial and Technical 
Education Building. 
This money was recom­ 
mended for Southeast Missouri 
State with a high priority by the 
coordinating board, but was not 
included in Teasdale’s proposed 
budget. Basically, Leestamper 
said, Missouri’s new governor 
cut out all capital improvement 
funds in his budget except 
money for general repair and 
energy control systems. 
The president said at this 
point the outlook for additional 
funds for capital improvements 
is “discouraging," but he in­ 
dicated he is “optimistic about 
receiving a fair hearing by the 
Legislature on our request for 
capital improvement funds. ” 
Leestamper said that if the 
university is successful in its bid 
for an additional $600,000 in 
operating 
funds, 
he 
w ill 
recommend that the personal 
services budget of the university 
be increased by 10 per cent over 
this year’s amount. Eight per 
cent of this would be for im­ 
provement of salary ranges 
while 2 per cent would be for 
promotions, merit raises and 
fringe benefits. 
On the other hand, the 
president said 
that if 
the 
university gets only what the 
governor recommended, he will 
recommend an overall increase 
of 7 per cent in the personal 


services budget. Five per cent 
would be for general salary 
range improvements. 
“ It should be noted,” he said, 
“ that whichever guidelines are 
followed, 
the application of 
percentage increases does not 
mean that each person will 
receive the same rate of in­ 
crease. The additional funds will 
be allocated in such a manner as 
to adjust salary ranges so that 
they are in equitable relation­ 
ship to regional and national 
salary ranges for the positions 
involved.” 
The regents approved a new 
summer 
school 
employment 
policy which phases out after 
1978 the faculty’s guaranteed 
summer employment program 
as well as the summer leave- 
with-pay program for faculty. In 
their place the plan provides for 
increased summer salaries for 
faculty members "hired ac­ 
cording to the needs of the 
program offered” and promises 
“ a new faculty development 
program which 
would have 
similar objectives to the sum­ 
mer leave-with-pay program 
but 
would 
have 
additional 
features.” 
About $200,000 would 
be 
earmarked annually for this, 
and Leestamper said additional 
funding for faculty development 
would 
be sought from 
the 
federal government and private 
foundations. 
Also approved by the regents 
was a mainor modification in 
the College of Business’ one- 
year 
secretarial 
certificate 
program and a statement that 
the 
university 
does 
not 
discriminate on the basis of sex. 
The board also gave its approval 
for Kent Library to become an 
official 
state 
publications 
depository. 
The change in the secretarial 
program permits students to 
pursue a “ clerical” option and 
recieve a certificate without 
completing courses in shor­ 
thand. This will better serve 
student interests as well as 
manpower needs, according to 
Dr. 
W illiam 
Petrek, 
vice 
president for academic ser­ 
vices. The change must be 
forwarded to the Coordinating 
Board for Higher Education.

JEFFERSO N CITY -Spon­ 
sors of tails in the Missouri 
General Assembly expect a 
tough battle to get a refer­ 
endum on the Meramec dam 
at the same time municipal 
elections are held April 5. 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale in 
December called for the April 
5 referendum, saying he would 
abide by “the will of the 
people.” U. S. Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton, who has supported 
the dam, said he also favors 
the referendum and has urged 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
to stop awarding contracts on 
the project pending results of 
a referendum. 
The question before House 
and Senate committees is how 
many people, if any, should 
vote in a referendum. The 
Senate bill sponsored by Sen. 
Joseph 
Fra p p ie r, 
R- 
Florissant, calls for a refer­ 
endum in 13 counties in the 
Meramec basin, plus the city 
of St. Louis. The House bill 
sponsored by Rep. Wayne 
Goode, D-Normandy, calls for 
a statewide vote. 
For the referendum to be on 
April 5, a bill should be passed 
and signed by Feb. 15, and no 
later than March 1, said Secre­ 
tary of State James C. Kirk­ 
patrick. Kirkpatrick said he 
does not know of another 
regular election this year, so a 
referendum wouldhave to be a 
special election. 
Frappier said the cost to the 
state of a special election for 
his 
regional 
referendum 
would be $307,000. A fiscal note 
in Goode’s lull states the cost 
ot^a statewide special election 
would be $937,500. 
In addition to passage by 
March 1, to be on the April 5 
ballot a bill would have to be 
passed with an emergency 
clause putting it into effect 
immediately upon the gover­ 
nor’s signature. The emer­ 
gency clause would require a 
two-thirds vote of both houses. 
Frappier said a referendum 
tall will require personal 
lobbying by Eagleton and 
Teasdale to pass in time to be 
on the April 5 ballot. Frappier 
said he has contacted both by 
phone, but only Teasdale has 
sent an aide to testify at com­ 
mittee hearings. 
Goode said there is a “ real 


possibility” of passing a bill 
for an April 5 vote unless oppo­ 
nents delay action on the bill. 
However, Goode said the bill 
would not be dead if the April 5 
election is missed. “ A special 
election would be cheaper 
tiian the dam,” he said. 
Sen. Franklin Payne, D-St. 
Louis, chairman of the Senate 
committee 
considering 
Frappier’s bill said he would 
call a vote soon after the com­ 
mittee finishes hearing propo­ 
nents’ and opponents’ testi­ 
mony. 
Rep. Charles Becker, D- 
Araold, chairman of the House 
committee 
considering 
Goode’s bill, said his commit­ 
tee also would hear testimony 
and vote as soon as possible. 
Opposition to a referendum 
on the Meramec dam is 
coming mostly from Eastern 
Missouri business, labor and 
sportsman’s groups who favor 
continuing construction of the 
dam. 
. . , 
Clarence C. Barksdale, 
chairman of the board of First 
National Bank in St. Louis and 
past president of the St. Louis 
Regional Commerce and 
Growth Association, said the 
dam would be good for St. 
Louis because of the construc­ 
tion and other jobs it would 
provide for the area. 
Barksdale said the Missouri 
Congressional delegation has 
supported the project con­ 
stantly since 1965, spent $35 


million on the project and is 
now “waffling.” “They are 
afraid it will damage their 
integrity in the Congress. If 
they want to stop it they 
should change their minds, not 
blame it on their consti­ 
tuents.” 
Richard Mantia, executive 
secretary-treasurer for the St. 
Louis Building and Construc­ 
tion Trades Council, said the 
dam project would create 400 
tb 500 construction jobs and 
5,000 permanent jobs 
in 
motels, 
restaurants 
and 
recreational facilities in the 
area. Mantia said the decision 
should be left up to the state’s 
congressional delegation. 
“We feel a referendum, 
especially a statewide refer­ 
endum, would probably defeat 
the project and endanger 
other federal projects in the 
area.” 


Charles Leick, who ran 
against Ichord on the issue of 
the dam, said polls have 
shown that people statewide 
are opposed to the dam and 
that they should be allowed to 
express themselves before 
their money is spent on the 
project, teick said water 
supply, flood control and em­ 
ployment the dam would bring 
have been overplayed, and 
that land speculators and 
commercial interests in the 
area would benefit most from 
the project.

A shell building is one in which the 
foundation and walls and roof are built on 
specuaition W'hen a manufacturing firm 
agrees to move into the building, the in­ 
terior is finished to its specifications 
Allen Blanton told the chamber that there 


are 300 manufacturers seeking locations for 
new plants and 16,000 communities offering 
sites 
Those communities with shell buildings 
have the edge on those which do not, 
Blanton said 
Sikeston has been growing at a rate of one 
new industry every five years, and the city 
cannot continue at that slow rate, Blanton 
said. 


He added that it takes $1,000 a year to 
education a person in Sikeston. and half of 
them have to leave town at the end of school 
because there are no jobs to keep them 


here. 
Wellborn said that available buildings 
“are the hottest thing going." and any 
community that has one is "way out ahead 
of the competition. 
A developer in Blytheville, Ark., has built 
and sold three shell buildings, adding 1,000 
jobs to that city's labor force, Wellborn 
said.

Edward C. Graham The two were given 
suspended one-year jail sentences and 
placed on two-year supervised probation on 
condition they pay court costs and obey the 
law Miss Gore paid costs of $58 60 and a 
second count of attempting to bribe a wit­ 
ness was dismissed 
Johonson’s coats

Seconds later Davis said two men came 
up, one shoved Oliphant against the car,

Continuing, Davis said one of the men 
wore sunglasses and a sock cap and carried

to 
Phelps. 
Cliff Faddis, an aide to the 
new Democracit governor, said 
the governor's office was left 
literally without pencils and 
paper by Bond and his staff 
when Teasdale was sworn in 
Jan. 10. 


“We’re m ature human beings 
trying to run a governm ent,” 
Faddis 
said. 
"We 
naturally 
resent 
the 
former

playing games; we just wanted

cent crude protein equivalent 
supplem ents.

urea as the nonprotein nitrogen 
< NPN) sources. 
In two diets, 
part of the 
nitrogen 
in 
the 
NPN 
was 
replaced with natural proteins 
in the form of either soybean 
meal or fishmeal. Steers on all 
diets were fed cottonseed hulls, 
minerals, and vitamins. 


The trials were conducted by 
USDA anim al scientists Robert 
R. Oltjen, David A. Dinius, and 
H. Keith Goering. 
When steers were fed only 
biuret or urea as the NPN 
source, they gained 1.2 pounds 
per day. However, when a sm all 
part of the nitrogen in the NPN 
was replaced with fishmeal or 
soybean meal, steers gained 
about 1.5 pounds per day. 
Adding soybean meal or fish­ 
meal encouraged cattle to eat 
the cottonseed hulls. Cattle ate 
about 3.1 per cent of their body 
weight in cottonseed hulls per 
day. Adding monensin, a rumen 
stimulant, to the diet decreased 
the intake of cottonseed hulls 
and reduced gains. 
T hese 
ex perim ents 
w ere 
repeated, substituting chopped 
cornstalks or barley straw for 
cottonseed hulls in two diets. 
Steers fed cornstalks lo6t weight 
and consumed only about half as 
much as did steers fed cot­ 
tonseed hulls. 
Steers fed barley straw fared 
slightly better than cattle fed 
cornstalks—gaining about 0.4 
pound per day—but ate only two- 
thirds as much as cattle on 
cottonseed hulls. 
Cattle fed cottonseed hulls 
gained at or above the 1 to 1.5 
pounds per day often recom ­ 
mended for overwintering of 
steers. 
"These results indicate,” said 
Oltjen. "th at it is feasible for 
cattlem ent to winter their steers 
on diets containing cottonseed 
hulls as the sole rougage source, 
supplemented only with NPN, 
vitamins, and m inerals.”

mendations it received Thur­ 
sday from President Robert 
Leestamper. 
The board will act on the 
recommendations at its March 
24 meeting 
The recommendations would 
increase incidental fees for full­ 
time students who are Missouri 
residents by $10 per semester 
next fall and another $15 per 
semester in the fall of 1978 Out- 
of-state students would pay an 
additional $35 per semester next 
fall and $40 more in the fall of 
1978 
Charges 
for 
part-time 
students, summer sessions and 
workshop 
courses 
woul 
be 
proportionately raised 
Room and board costs would 
be a flat $480 per semester per 
student beginning next fall and 
would go to $495 in the fall of 
1978 
Currently, Missouri residents 
pay incidental fees of $120 per 
semester, while 
out-of-state 
students pay $325 per semester. 
Room and board costs now vary 
from $450 to $475 per student per 
semester, depending upon the 
residence hall in which a student 
lives Most pay the higher rate 
One reason for the increase in 
incidental fees, 
according to 
Leestamper, is that the formula 
of the Coordinating Board for 
Higher Education requires an 
institution to raise at least 25 per 
cent of its total budget from 
sources other than state ap­ 
propriations 
In addition, an 
institution's funding is reduced 
in proportion to the percentage 
of out-of-state students who are 
enrolled, he noted

JEFFERSON CITY - Spon­ 
sors of bills in the Missouri 
General Assembly expect a 
tough battle to get a refer­ 
endum on the Meramec dam 
at the same time municipal 
elections are held April 5. 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale in 
December called for the April 
5 referendum, saying he would 
abide by "the will of the 
people.” U. S. Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton, who has supported 
the dam, said he also favors 
the referendum and has urged 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
to stop awarding contracts on 
the project pending results of 
a referendum. 
The question before House 
and Senate committees is how 
many people, if any, should 
vote in a referendum. The 
Senate bill sponsored by Sen. 
Joseph 
F r a p p ie r , 
R- 
Floi issant, calls for a refer­ 
endum in 13 counties in the 
Meramec basin, plus the city 
of St. Louis. The House bill 
sponsored by Rep. Wayne 
Goode, D-Normandy, calls for 
a statewide vote. 
For the referendum to be on 
April 5, a bill should be passed 
and signed by Feb. 15, and no 
later than March 1, said Secre­ 
tary of State James C. Kirk­ 
patrick. Kirkpatrick said he 
does not know of another 
regular election this year, so a 
referendum would have to be a 
special election. 
Frappier said the cost to the 
state of a special election for 
his 
regional 
referendum 
would be $307,000. A fiscal note 
in Goode’s bill states the cost 
ot *a statewide special election 
would be $937,500. 
In addition to passage by 
March 1, to be on the April 5 
ballot a bill would have to be 
passed with an emergency 
clause putting it into effect 
immediately upon the gover­ 
nor’s signature. The emer­ 
gency clause would require a 
two-thirds vote of both houses.

Tomlinson, a St. Louis surgeon, 
ended as of Jan. 1, although they 
continue in office until suc­ 
cessors are appointed.

Pollack reportedly has the

He is considered to have 
stronger Republican ties than

governor. Pollack is a brother- 
in-law of Hecht. 
Estes has been identified with 
the 
Democratic 
party, 
and 
served as pilot for Teasdale 
when he was in this area during 
the campaign and hosted a 
cocktail party for former Gov. 
W arren E. Hearnes during his 
senatorial campaign. He is a 
twin brother of Jerry S. Estes, 
Democratic magistrate of Cape 
Girardeau County. 
Bess has long been identified 
with Democratic Party politics 
in southeast Missouri He is a 
close friend of State Sen. John 


Dennis of Sikeston, for many 
years sheriff of Scott County. 
Bess is vice president of First 
National Bank of Sikeston and. 
with Sen. Dennis, has ownership 
of Bank of Chaffee.
